‘Festive fine upset my 
Christmas’- Woman is 
fined after leaving 
waste at council tip 


A BARRY mother 
was threatened 
with a fine or court 
appearance after 
a visit to the Vale 
Council’s recycling 
plant. 

Nicola Pruce visited 
the plant on Wednesday, 
December 19. 

She thought it would 
be a simple task - 
disposing of wood, a 
child’s mg and branches 


scattered on her road, 
along with a trans¬ 
parent bag of mbbish 
from her car containing 
sweet wrappers, a box 
from a paint manufac¬ 
turer and a drink can. 

She said there were no 
problems with the wood, 
mg and branches but an 
issue later cropped up 
with the transparent bag. 

The tale began 
with a strange dis¬ 
cussion with one of

Mrs Pmce explained: 
“I took a photo of a 
toy kitchen in a skip 

- I was just about to 
go and buy exactly the 
same one up at a shop 
at Culverhouse Cross. 

“A man came over 
and said I couldn’t take 
the photo. I stood up 
for myself and insisted 
I was allowed to.” 

Mrs Pmce thinks the 
man believed - wrongly 

- that she took the image 
to show he was not 
doing his job correctly. 

She says she was not, 
and she says the council 
later confirmed that there 
was no problem with 
her taking the photo. 

“I disposed of my 
waste responsibly at 
the recycling centre, but 
after I left, my waste 
was moved from the 
skip by someone and 
dumped elsewhere 
within the centre 


and an enforcement 
officer called in.” 

She received a very 
unpleasant shock just 
before Christmas. 

“A letter was 
issued to my home 
address by 3GS. 

“It alleged that I had 
committed a criminal 
offence of ‘failing 
to control my waste’. 

“I was given an oppor¬ 
tunity to pay a £100 fine 
or go to court and face a 
much larger fine, court 
costs and a criminal 
conviction that could 
have ended my career.” 

She suspected some¬ 
one had moved her 
waste to another place 
to cause mischief after 
the photo incident. 

The Vale Council told 
The GEM this week that 
there was no evidence 
to suggest that some¬ 
one at the recycling 
plant had deliberately 
moved the bag to an 


inappropriate location. 

The phrase ‘failing 
to control waste’ was 
so vague Mrs Pruce 
was baffled as to what 
the problem was. 

She spent Christmas 
worrying about whether 
she would have to go 
to court because she 
was not prepared to 
pay the fine as she had 
done nothing wrong. 

“There is absolutely 
no right of appeal on 
the fine and I was told 
by the council that 
no one would discuss 
the matter with me. 

“I tried to speak to 
3GS, but they blamed 
the council and the 
council blamed them.”

Plans to end the Brains 
Brewery’s lease at the 
The Master Mariner 
pub in Gibbonsdown 
were revealed recently. 
Under new proposals, the 
pub could be knocked 
down and turned 
into affordable flats. 

Brains Brewery has 
said it is supporting the 
current tenants of the 
pub while talks with the 
council take place and 
the council said it will 
consider people’s views. 

Regulars at the 
Skomer Road pub - who 
say the demolition of The 
Master Mariner would 
rip the heart out of their 
community - were ral¬ 
lying around their pub at 
a meeting on Thursday, 
January 10. Learning dis¬ 
ability group Vale People 
First visit The Master 
Mariner every Thursday 
and Ros Brewer, of the 
group, said it would 
be “devastating” if 
the pub were to close. 

She said: “This pub is 
the heart of our commu¬ 
nity, it’s not just a pub. 
For our guys in particular 
they come here and have 
a normal night at the 
pub that everyone else 
just takes for granted.”

Woman’s fine for leaving waste at tip

While Mrs Pruce protested her inno¬ 
cence, she had to deal with three organi¬ 
sations, the Vale Council, environmental 
enforcement company 3GS and the site 
contractors FCC. She also contacted local 
MP Alun Caims who promised to raise the 
issue with the council. 

Last week the Vale Council suspended 
the fine and later rescinded it. 

Mrs Pruce asked to see CCTV footage 
of her visit to the recycling plant, showing 
what happened after she put the bag in the 
skip. 

She thinks a notice was issued to her 
address because they found a receipt from 
the paint company in the bag. 

She was told CCTV images can only be 
released to a police officer undertaking an 
investigation. 

Mrs Pruce said: “The council said they 


had revoked the fine because the ‘fly tip¬ 
ping’ had taken place inside the recycling 
centre rather than outside it. 

“I feel that this is an appallingly way to 
treat families who are doing their very best 
for the environment. 

“I wanted to highlight what happened 
because I don’t want other Vale residents 
who are recycling to suffer a similar 
experience.” 

A Vale Council spokesperson apologised 
for what happened and said “...procedures 
would be reviewed”. 

He explained: “As a result of people 
simply discarding waste at our recycling 
centres rather than placing items in the 
appropriate area it has on occasion been 
necessary to call in our environmental 
enforcement partners 3GS to address the 
issue. 

“We acknowledge that was not the right 


approach in this instance and the fixed 
penalty notice issued to Ms Pruce has been 
rescinded. 

“We’d like to apologise for this incident 
and the upset it has caused Mrs Pruce and 
will be writing to her to formally express 
those sentiments. 

“We understand 3GS have also done so 
and will be reviewing their procedures in 
light of this matter. 

“We will undertake a similar review with 
contractors FCC who operate the household 
waste and recycling centre in question in 
an effort to ensure such an incident will not 
be repeated. 

“However, it is important to note that 
there is absolutely no evidence to indicate 
a member of staff at the recycling centre 
deliberately placed Ms Pruce’s waste in an 
inappropriate location and we completely 
reject that suggestion.”

While we don’t want to 
alarm anyone, I’d like to 
encourage the public to 
take all steps available to 
them to try and minimise 
the risk of them falling 
victim to burglars. 

We have seen an 
increases in thefts from 
motor vehicles in the 
past fortnight in Barry. 

A number of the vehi¬ 
cles were insecure. 

Ensuring the windows 
and doors of your home 
and car are securely 
locked, installing alarms 
and CCTV in your 
home, and keeping val¬ 
uable items out of sight 
can all act as a deterrent 
to burglars. 

I am pleased to say, 
a prolific offender was 
jailed for four years and 
eight months earlier this 
month for a number of 
burglaries in Barry and 
other offences. 


Operations to combat 
shoplifters were also 
carried out in Barry and 
Penarth in the run up to 
the festive period. 

The reassurance 
engagement vehicle was 
located in Holton Road, 
Barry, every day in the 
run up to Christmas, 
which allowed traders 
and members of the 
community to chat to 
officers about their 
concerns. This visibility 
of officers also acts as 
a deterrent to would 
be shoplifters. As part 
of this operation two 
prolific Barry offenders 
were arrested and 
charged with more than 
20 counts of shoplifting.

‘I want to go to graveyard where 
his ashes were scattered’ - 
Serbian man seeks answers 
on emotional trip to Pontypridd 


A SERBIAN man Mr Erdeljan, aged 


will travel in the 
footsteps of his 
grandfather when 
he visits south Wales 
this February. 

Three years ago, The 
GEM told the story of 
Slobodan Erdeljan who 
was desperate to find out 
what had happened to 
his grandfather Danilo 
Ljubenko who escaped 
from Belgrade during a 
civil conflict at the time 
of the Second World 
War and fled to the 
sanctuary of the UK. 

Over the years, the 
family received infre¬ 
quent letters and photos 
from Pontypridd - and 
then they stopped. 

Mr Erdeljan and his 
family were anxious to 
find out what had hap¬ 
pened to Mr Ljubenko. 

People in south 
Wales saw the GEM 
story and got in touch 
with Mr Erdeljan. 

They said his grand¬ 
father was known in 
Pontypridd as ‘Danny’ 
and he died in 1985 from 
an industrial disease 
after working as a miner. 

Mr Erdeljan under¬ 
stands Mr Ljubenko 
stayed in a hostel when 
he first arrived in south 
Wales and later lived as 
a tenant at Howell Street, 
Cilfynydd, Pontypridd. 


28, said: “My parents, 
but especially my 
grandmother, who 
died a few months 
ago, always wondered 
what happened to him. 

“The thing is we’ve 
always been quite a 
modest family so we 
were never in a position 
to investigate or research 
what became of him, 
and where he might be. 

“I now have my 
visa and will arrive in 
London on February 
21. I am planning to 
visit Howell Street. 

“I will try to research 
a bit during my visit. 
I am planning to visit 
places like the local 
church and library 
where I could find out 
something about him. 

“I also want to go to 
the graveyard where his 
ashes were scattered.” 

Mr Erdeljan is a big 
football supporter and 
hopes to visit a couple of 
stadiums during his trip.

Ramblers’ winter walk visits the 
grave of the Bard of Dinas Powys 


ON the eighth programmed 
walk on the Ramblers 
Festival of Winter Walks, 
a group of seven met up 
with Joy from Penarth and 
District Ramblers at the 
Twyn in Dinas Powys for a 
short local four mile walk. 

Having welcomed new walkers 
Rona and Alex, they set off in 
dry overcast weather making their 
way to Dinas Powys Common 
and up through the Twyncyn to 
Beauville Lane, where rubbish had 
been illegally dumped in a clear¬ 
ing in the wood beside the lane. 

Passing the One O’clock 
Gate, which allegedly gets its 
name from a captain of the golf 
club persuading his friends to 
chip in to buy a new gate to 
replace the broken one just as 
the clock struck one, led them 


to a stile and onto the ridgeway. 

With misty views out over the 
Bristol Channel, across the old 
Barry Docklands and towards 
Barry Island to the south and 
the tall St Lythans mast to the 
west and with only a few peo¬ 
ple playing golf, they crossed 
into a field containing horses 
clad in bright warm coats who 
barely took any notice of them. 

A quiet lane led them downhill 
past St Andrews House, built in 
1892 for Sir Thomas Morel whose 
family ran steamships, hailed 
from Jersey and kept their alle¬ 
giance to the island by importing 
Jersey potatoes to south Wales. 

Entering St Andrews church¬ 
yard, they made their way to the 
grave of Thomas Essile David 
(or Davies) bom 1820 at Dinas 
Powys who married his wife Jane 
in this church. He is probably 


better known by his Bardic name 
of Dewi Wyn O Essyllt and wrote 
many odes for the Eisteddfod. 

Re-entering fields populated 
with sheep and passing through 
a boggy area near a footbridge 
which led them to Westra Lane and 
into what had been part of the St 
Andrews Golf Club, now privately 
owned they then made their way 
across boggy fields at the rear of 
the Westra and up a rough muddy 
track, through Southra Farm and 
back onto the common for the 
short journey back to the village.

Search for descendants of 
World War One POWs 100 
years after their repatriation 


A Penarth historian 
is searching for the 
descendants of 46 
Penarth men who 
were taken as pris¬ 
oners of war during 
the First World 
War and who were 
repatriated just 
over 100 years ago. 

Bruce Wallace, who 
comes from Penarth, 
but now lives near 
Carmarthen, has been 
researching the lives of 
the men after discover¬ 
ing his grandfather’s 
name on a list of repat¬ 
riated prisoners which 
appeared in the press 
a couple of years ago. 

The list was on the 
menu card for The 
Penarth Repatriated 
POWs Welcome Home 
Dinner, hosted by the 
local council in the Queen 
Restaurant, 1 Royal 
Buildings, Windsor Road 
(now the Etc Restaurant) 
on March 11, 1919. 

Mr Wallace said: 
“Until I saw the menu 
card, I wasn’t even sure 
my grandfather had been 
a POW; it was just a 
family rumour. The card 
contained the names 


Thomas Wallace. 

and addresses of 35 
repatriated POWs and 
my grandfather, Tom 
Wallace of 49 Salop 
Street, was one of them. 
I am grateful to Dorothy 
Foulkes for providing a 
copy of the menu card. 

“Since then, I have 
located my grandfather’s 
POW file online and built 
up a picture of his jour¬ 
ney from the trenches 
at Monchy (Arras) in 
France to Dulmen Camp 
in Germany. He spent 
the last 15 months of 
the war there with over 
5,000 other prisoners. 

“I do not know how it 
affected my grandfather 
but just a month after 
the 1919 dinner, he got 
married to Phoebe Anne

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End of the line - or a rebirth - for Ford? 



THE death of die¬ 
sel - even though 
no diesel units are 
made at the plant 
- the (planned) 
departure of Jaguar 
Land Rover (JLR), 
the downturn in 
demand (China and 
North America), 
or Brexit, or any 
combination of 
these four and more 
besides have been 
blamed for the woes 
of Ford’s Bridgend 
engine plant over 
recent years. 

History tells us that 
long before an EU 
referendum was on 
the cards, JLR was to 
move engine produc¬ 
tion to a new plant in 
Wolverhampton by 2020. 

The scandal over the 
Deutschlanders’ dodgy 
diesel data has had a 
knock-on effect through¬ 
out the industry, while 
demand in Communist 
People’s Republic of 


China, once so buoyant, 
has seemingly taken away 
a big chunk of JLR’s rev¬ 
enue and thereby demand 
for engines, which had 
anyway been built on 
a “just-in-time” basis. 

Job losses of some 
1,000 have been 
bandied about, but 
what is to be done, 
and who should do it? 

Politicians in the 
area have been quick 
to say “something 
must be done”. Labour 
advises that the Welsh 
Government is doing 
something, but has not 
revealed what, while 
the Conservatives are 
asking for “... more 
detail” about what is 
being, or may be, done. 

Ogmore’s AM Huw 
Irranca-David and MP 
Chris Elmore (nothing, 
at the time of writing, 
received from Madeleine 
Moon or Carwyn Jones, 
Bridgend MP and AM 
respectively) said “... 
the Welsh Government 
is taking a proactive 


approach to help protect 
the many highly skilled 
jobs in Bridgend and 
to secure a sustainable 
future for the plant”. 

Detail on what the 
“proactive approach” 
might constitute was, 
however, missing from 
the duo’s statement. 

Conservative AM 
Suzy Davies AM would 
also like to know. She 
said that because large 
amounts of taxpayers’ 
money has been invested 
in the plant, it is “... 
right we know about how 
Welsh Government has 
been working with Lord.” 

She continued: “The 
Economy Minister said 
that Welsh Government 
would only support Ford 
if ‘five years sustainable 
and secure employment’ 
was guaranteed. We 
need to know how hard 
Welsh Government 
has pushed Ford to 
keep those promises.” 

And so, The GEM 
has turned to motoring 
columnist and industry 


analyst Hayley Pells, of 
Bridgend’s Avia Autos, 
for her expert opinion... 

“As demand drops for 
the older-style gas-guz¬ 
zling engines, the JLR 
contract ending this 2019 
might prove to be superb 
timing for the Ford plant 
to be well placed for the 
Ineos development for 
a new off-road vehicle 
[Projekt Grenadier], if 
the Welsh Government 
can assist the plant 
to gain the agility it 
would require facili¬ 
tating such a change. 

“Land Rover dropped 
the Defender line in 
2016, but the astonishing 
pre-sales for the Suzuki 
Jimny demonstrates real 
appetite for a capa¬ 
ble off-road machine. 

“I agree with Mrs 
Davies that as the whole 
thing has taxpayers ’ 
money invested into 
it, then it should have 
greater transparency. 

“The announcement 
of the highly-anticipated 
partnership between 


Ford Motor Co and 
Volkswagen may also 
have an impact on 
the Bridgend plant. 

“Speculation that the 
new alliance will first 
focus on electric and 
driverless technology 
may not be great news for 
the plant to convert to EV 
[electric vehicle] tech¬ 
nology as Volkswagen 
already has substantial 
infrastructure in place. 

“The Ford-VW alli¬ 
ance is an interesting 
move in the automotive 
industry, and Herbert 
Diess, CEO of VW, 
sees unity as a path to 
more efficient man¬ 
ufacturing, research 
and development. ” 
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Tough talk from Bridgend 
Council over Ford fears 


THE Leader of Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) has said the local 
authority will “mobilise 
all its resources” to help 
any employees affected by 
redundancy after the “very 
worrying” news that Ford 
in Bridgend could cut 1,000 
jobs. 

On January 11, sources said the 
engine plant, which makes petrol 
engines for Ford vehicles and 
other car firms, including Jaguar 
Land Rover, would be hardest hit 
in plans which involve a total of 
1,150 job losses in the UK. 

Speaking at a council meeting 
on January 14, Cllr David said: 
“It’s very worrying news from 
Bridgend Ford - it’s our biggest 
private sector employer. 

“We stand ready to do whatever 
we need to do to support that 
plant. 

“We will mobilise all our 
resources to help any employees 
affected by redundancy. 

“Obviously, we will work very 
closely with Welsh Government 
and UK Government because the 
type of support and intervention 
that would make a difference to 
Bridgend Ford would come pri¬ 
marily from them.” 

Interim chief executive Mark 
Shephard told councillors there 


was a problem with the lack of 
clarity over the plant’s future. 

He said: “There isn’t yet official 
notice of job losses - there are 
mixed messages. 

“In terms of direct intervention 
in Ford it would probably have 
to be Welsh Government or UK 
Government. 

“We have a ‘redundancy 
response team’ which we have 
used in the past, for example with 
Sony and Kraft, where we liaise 
with other agencies like Welsh 
Government and Careers Wales 
to provide all the support we pos¬ 
sibly can to help people into new 
jobs.” 

He added: “The scale of this is 
very significant. 

“It’s really about deploying our 
resources with other agencies - 
there is a history of doing this 
previously but perhaps not on 
quite the same scale.” 

It is understood there are plans 
for two phases of cuts at the 
Bridgend plant, achieved by 2021. 

Ford has given no details about 
job losses in the UK but has said 
it is starting consultations with 
unions to implement a “compre¬ 
hensive transformation strategy”. 

Cllr Richard Young, cabinet 
member for communities, said the 
news was “devastating” and was 
far wider than Ford with ancillary 
industries such as catering and 
supply chains also affected. 


Cllr Cheryl Green, chairman 
of the corporate overview and 
scrutiny committee, said that if 
the job losses did take place there 
should be a case for the county 
to be treated as having a special 
status when it came to deciding 
on the location of projects funded 
under the Cardiff Capital Region 
City Deal. 

She said: “If it does happen it 
will be devastating not just for 
the people directly employed but 
all those who supply services and 
goods. 

“It’s going to be like a bomb. 

“We’ve been here before with 
Sony which was devastating - we 
want to learn from the past and 
see what we can do now to offset 
the impact. 

“We are not going to offset 
1,000 well-paid jobs but if we 
could be treated as a specialist 
case it would help.” 

Cabinet members were respond¬ 
ing to a question asked by Cllr 
Ross Penhale-Thomas during the 
corporate overview and scrutiny 
committee over what was being 
done to try and support the plant in 
Bridgend, and maintain as many 
jobs as possible.

This was echoed 
by local farmer Abi 
Reader of Goldlsand 
Farm in Wenvoe. 

The GEM asked her 
for her thoughts, and 
here she shares them 
with readers: 

Veganuary, in my 
view, should be a 
celebration of seasonal 
British fruit and vege¬ 
tables that we can grow 
in this country. 

There will always 
be a small caveat to 
import some ‘luxuries’ 
from overseas which 
we all like to eat - at 
this time of year I’m 
particularly thinking of 
oranges and nuts. 

Unfortunately, 
the reality is that 
Veganuary is a cam¬ 
paign by animal rights 
activist extremists to 
smear farmers names 
and reputations. And 
I’ll admit the war is 
ugly in both sides with 
extremists and angry 
farmers locking horns. 

I have very little 
interest in engaging 
with either side, but 
still myself and others 
are prey for these 
extremists and being 
called a murderer, 
rapist and kidnapper 
has become a weekly 
occurrence. 

I absolutely object 
to anyone, especially 
those who have never 


set foot on a British 
farm, declaring I do not 
look after my animals. 

My livestock are my 
pride and joy; for them 
everything comes first, 
whatever they need. 

Even in is simplest 
sense, an unhappy 
animal will never make 
money, so it’s not in 
any farmer’s interests 
to have bad welfare. 

As a country, we 
have some of the high¬ 
est standards of animal 
welfare in the world. 
Not only should we be 
proud of this, we could 
keep pushing higher 
and higher. 

There’s nothing 
wrong with questioning 
animal welfare stand¬ 
ards; if we didn’t we 
would never improve, 
but do it in a civilised 
and respectful manner. 

Here in Wales, the 
main crop we can 
grow, in this climate on 
this soil, is grass. 

If I could grow these 
specialist crops like 
almonds and soya at a 
commercially viable 
scale, I would. What 
I can grow is grass, in 
abundance. 

My milk is produced 
by our fabulous team 
of cows (all total divas) 
and farm staff (also a 
few divas). 

It is processed (pas¬ 
teurised and bottled) 
in Wales and sold in 


Welsh shops. 

In total, this milk 
will travel no more 
than 200 miles and will 
cost you less than 50p 
for every litre (that’s 
2.2 pints) you buy. 

And it is just 
milk; delicious and 
nutritious, absolutely 
nothing added to it. 

Not only this, we 
are fully carbon foot- 
printed, farm assured 
(Red Tractor) and we 
do a lot within our 
local community. 

If you select a 
so-called alternative 
such as almond ‘juice’ 
it will travel over 5,000 
miles from California, 
use a significant 
amount of energy to 
preserve it in transport, 
has a host of additives 
to stabilise and enhance 
its nutritional value 
and will cost you over 
£1.70 for every litre. 

If anyone is 
concerned about 
where their local food 
comes from, my farm 
participates every year 
in Open Farm Sunday, 
a free event where we 
throw our gates open 
for you to see what we 
do. This year it is on 
June 9. Please come 
and talk to us.

Warm winter 
confusing bees - 
News from the 
Fonmon Apiary 


IT is all quiet at the 
Fonmon Apiary as the 
single figure tempera¬ 
tures have put a stop to 
any external activities. 

However, should the tem¬ 
peratures rise to double figures 
and we have rain-free days, the 
ladies of each colony will be 
out and about looking to use 
any early sources of nectar and 
pollen. Snowdrops are already 
in bloom and the catkins and 
celandines will not be too far 
behind. 

Each of the colonies had 
sufficient stores put by to 
see them through the winter 
months, but due to the very 
mild conditions and the bees 
being ever active, a great deal 
of those winter stores will have 
been consumed. 

The beekeeper must now be 
alert and ready to give addi¬ 
tional supplies such as sugar 
dough or liquid sugar, but 
again the temperatures have to 
be taken into account. 

If there are single figure 
temperatures, the bees will not 
readily avail themselves of the 
stores on offer and getting it 
right is a must! 

A winter colony will 
cease activity from around 
I November until March. 
Normally, external activity 
should cease and demands on 
the stored food will be very 
low, so there will be no need 
to give supplemental feeding. 


However, things are far 
from normal and all of this is 
very confusing to those who 
are new to the beekeeping art. 

Another element, which is 
apparent to those of us who 
monitor the colonies for 
Varroa mite numbers, is the 
continuing reproduction cycle 
of the mites throughout the 
winter months; this should not 
be occurring at all. 

When the winter tray debris 
is examined, it should only 
reveal dead dark brown adult 
mites. My observations and 
counting sessions are revealing 
quite a number of immature 
(white) mites, and this is proof 
that things are not as they 
should be. 

Queen bees should not be 
laying over the winter period, 
so why are there immature 
mites? They can only exist if a 
queen bee is continuing to lay 
eggs. These eggs will become 
larvae, and these larvae will 
provide the conditions for 
the Varroa adult to multiply. 
Sealed larvae will eventually 
become bees and chew their 
way out of the cell. 

The reproducing mites will 
also exit the cell along with 
the new bee, and often the bee 
is ready to emerge before the 
mites reach adulthood (dark 
brown colour), hence the white 
mites I am finding. 

Are the bees adapting to 
climatic changes?

I ’D like to start 
this article by 
wishing all Vale 
residents a sincere, 
if slightly belated, 
happy New Year. 

2019 promises to be 
an exciting 12 months 
for the Vale, with a 
number of high-profile 
projects in the pipeline, 
which is particularly 
true in my area of 
responsibility as Cabinet 
Member for Learning 
and Culture, as our 21st 
Century Schools pro¬ 
gramme continues apace. 

Schools across the 
county are currently 
benefitting from an 
‘unprecedented level of 
investment’ from this 
collaboration between 
the Council and Welsh 
Government. 

A figure of £31 
million was spent on 
Band A of the scheme, 
which will increase 
markedly during the 
next phase as we strive 
to revolutionise nursery, 
primary, secondary, faith 
and special education in 
the Vale. 

In total, £144 million 
has been earmarked for 
this part of the project, 
demonstrating a real and 
substantial commitment 
from the Vale Council to 
raise educational stand¬ 
ards across the county. 
Band A covered six 


projects, including a 
new Welsh medium 
school,Ysgol Gymraeg 
Nant Talwg, opened in 
Barry, Ysgol Gymraeg 
Gwaun Y Nant was 
expanded, remodelled 
and resurfaced and Oak 
Field Primary received 
a new two-story school 
with i nn ovative learning 
areas. 

Llantwit Major has a 
new Welsh medium pri¬ 
mary school as well as 
the creation of Llantwit 
Learning Community, 
a large campus in the 
middle of the town made 
up of a new primary 
school and a remodelled 
comprehensive school 
with significantly 
upgraded facilities. 

The Penarth Learning 
Community has also 
been established, 
involving the creation 
of a mainstream school 
boasting ultra-modem 
facilities in the town and 
the opening of Special 
Educational Needs 
school, Ysgol y Deri. 

Colcot Primary in 
Barry is another building 
that underwent major 
refurbishment. 

The next raft of

and expansion works 
at Ysgol Gymraeg Bro 
Morgannwg. 

Welsh Government 
has altered the inter¬ 
vention rate for the 21st 
Century Schools project, 
meaning they will now 
pay 65 per cent of the 
costs towards work 
carried out on non-faith 
schools, when previously 
there was a 50/50 split 
with the local authority. 

Seventy five per cent 
of funding for schools 
catering for pupils with 
additional learning needs 
will also now come from 
Welsh Government, 
who will pay the same 
proportion towards Pupil 
Referral Units. 

The reduction in 
council contribution 
has meant the money 
saved can be spent on 
expanding the scope of 
certain projects, while 


the authority’s purse has 
also been boosted by 
around £11 million. 

Pencoedtre High 
School and St Nicholas 
Church in Wales School 
will both undergo total 
rebuilds instead of the 
originally-intended 
redevelopments, and 
a greater number of 
children with Additional 
Learning Needs can be 
accommodated at Ysgol 
y Deri. 

The plans include 
a new and expanded 
Centre for Learning 
and Wellbeing, which 
will adopt a therapeutic 
approach to help those 
children that use it and 
replaces the previously 
proposed centre for 
behavioural excellence. 

There will also 
be extensive further 
investment in primary 
provision across the 
county, with detailed 
plans to be revealed in 
the near future. 

I hope you are as 
excited at the impending 
work to our schools and 
share my optimism at 
the benefit and oppor¬ 
tunities it can offer the 
next generation.

to the biopic, and per¬ 
haps the one that creates 
the most impact is that 
there is more dramatic 
juice in the fall than in 
the rise. Stan & Ollie 
follows this rule; rather 
than showing the pair in 
their pomp (although we 
get flashbacks to times 
when things were more 
rosy, notably a gorgeous 
tracking shot that opens 
the film) this shows 
them, if not at rock 
bottom, then certainly 
hovering around that 
particular area. 

What it creates is a 
story, and a film, that is 
both a warm paean to 
the magic they created, 
yet also a touching tale 
about what happens 
when calls are not 
returned and careers are 
missing, presumed dead. 

A film like this stands 
or falls on the central 
performances, and both 
Steve Coogan and John 
C Reilly are magnificent.

character, but both men 
indelibly bring not just 
the public faces of the 
duo to life, but the men 
behind the image. 

Coogan’s Laurel is 
the studious, determined 
one, aiming to get a new 
film for the pair off the 
ground, constantly work¬ 
ing on jokes and ideas 
and driving the pair 
forward, while Reilly’s 
Hardy is suffering 


from health worries, 
determined the show 
will go on. 

What tears at the 
pair’s relationship 
throughout, to varying 
degrees, is the fact that 
the latter made a film 
without the former (the, 
quite literal, elephant 
in the room), and while 
buried it’s never been 
forgotten, and here’s 
where the dramatic drive 
of the film lives. 

Behind every good 
man is a good woman, 
and here there are two: 
Shirley Henderson as 
Oliver’s wife Lucille 
and Nina Arianda as 
Stan’s wife Ida. Lucille 
is a former script editor, 
Ida a former dancer 
who starred in a Preston 
Sturgess film and won’t 
let anyone forget it, and 
their gentle sniping at 
each other adds another 
layer to proceedings; 
their performances, 
along with Rufus Jones 
as the pair’s booking 
agent, are superbly 
essayed.

Jon S Baird’s direc¬ 
tion doesn’t attempt 
to be anything overtly 
showy (that opening 
tracking shot aside) but 
it is beautifully subtle 
and firmly places the 
performances and story 
to the forefront.

“The Ready to Bum 
stamp of approval 
reassures those who 
purchase logs with its 
logo that they comply 
with current standards. 

“Currently our kiln 
dried wood fuel has 
a moisture content of 
around 14 per cent,” 
he added. “We source 


our roundwood from 
west Wales and this is 
processed at our facility 
near Cowbridge into 
10” or 14” logs. The 
logs are then dried in 
a biomass kiln and 
delivered locally on our 
vehicles, meaning our 
supply chain has a low 
carbon footprint. 

“With air pollution 
a growing concern for 
many, we are working 
to educate consumers 
how they can reduce 
their emissions by 
switching from an open 
fire or old stove to a 
more efficient modem 
‘ecodesign ready’ stove, 
and making sure they 
bum properly seasoned 
or dried wood.” 

Topstak is also 
registered with HETAS, 
the industry regulator, 
and the entire team is 


trained to its stringent 
standards. 

Adam said: “Being 
registered with HETAS 
is essential to us, as it’s 
a guarantee of a high 
level of service to our 
customers. They are 
assured that their stoves 
are being installed by 
an experienced and 
reputable company and 
one which adheres to 
industry regulations.” 

Bmce Allen, CEO of 
HETAS said: “Stoves 
have become more 
sophisticated pieces of 
equipment, as manufac¬ 
turers develop ways to 
make their appliances 
more efficient and 
cleaner burning. Even 
consumers accustomed 
to solid fuel appliances 
may need to refresh 
their knowledge 
when using a modem, 
advanced appliance.

Higgins in the Masters 


BRIDGEND’S Ryan Day 
produced a final frame 128 
total clearance to beat 
Scotland’s John Higgins 6-5 
in the first round of the UK 
Masters snooker tourna¬ 
ment at Alexandra Palace. 

Higgins, 43, a four-times world 
champion and twice a winner 
of the Masters, won three of the 
opening four frames, including a 
break of 65, to race into a 3-1 lead. 

But Day, 38, fought his way 
back into the match with three suc¬ 
cessive breaks of 52, 111 and 83. 


With the match eventually 
poised at 5-5, he finished with 
a 128, the highest break of the 
match, to clinch the deciding frame. 

He will now face Ro nn ie O’Sullivan 
in the quarter-finals today (Thursday). 

Day, from Pontycymer, is ranked 
13th in the world. He has won over 
£1.5 million in a 20-year profes¬ 
sional career and made 354 century 
breaks, including a maximum 147. 

The Masters is one the three ‘tri¬ 
ple crown’ events on the snooker 
circuit, with only the world’s top 
16 players being eligible to play.

Barry were penalised at the restart, 
giving the visitors their first chance 
to attack, but despite some concerted 
pressure the home defence was solid 
and appeared to have cleared the dan¬ 
ger, only to be penalised and Llanishen 
kicked the penalty to open their account. 

The half was drawing to a close 
with Barry back on the attack and, 
but for a touch of white line fever, 
could have gone further ahead. 

As it was the scoreline stayed 
at 21-3 as the whistle went. 

The visitors began the second half 
with a bit more urgency and, aided 
by a series of penalties and lineout 
errors from Barry, looked threatening 
but the home defence stayed strong. 


Barry gradually got their 
momentum back and brought on 
replacements James Hollister and 
Lucas Davies to freshen things up. 

Recovering the ball from an over¬ 
thrown lineout, Barry moved the ball 
quickly and accurately where, from 
the resultant ruck, Alyn Evans forced 
his way over the line for the try; again 
Kyle Barross put over the conversion. 

Barry’s tactics were forcing 
Llanishen to play from deep and 
their eagerness to get back into 
the game was leading to errors. 

They were made to pay as Barry 
stole a loose ball, putting them on 
the attack and once again good ball 
handling skills found the space 
to put Danny Ryan in for the try 
and another Barross conversion. 

Despite the scoreline Llanishen still 
tried to be competitive and a quickly 
taken penalty saw play taken to the 
Barry line, only to lose the ball in con¬ 
tact, putting Barry back on the attack 
and quick hands saw space created 
for Danny Ryan to cross for his sec¬ 
ond try and another conversion from 
Kyle Barross to make the score 42-3. 

Hard as Llanishen tried they were 
unable to get through the home defence 
and it was Barry who remained on the 
offensive as the game wound down. 

One further try came before the 
end as Kyle Barross created his own 
space to cross and he converted his 
own try to complete a 100 per cent 
success rate, converting all seven tries. 

This was a vital bonus point win for 
Barry as they chase the sides above 
them in the league, and also a welcome 
sight to see them play for the full 80 
minutes and the benefits that produces. 

This week Barry are away at Cardiff 
Harlequins, kick off at 2.30pm. 

The club lottery rolls over to
